DISTILLERY FOR GASOLINE AND 
OIL MAT COME HERE

The possibility of securing an­ 
other great Industry for Torrauce 
is announced and made possible by 
the Invention of a shale-oil distill­ 
ing process which separates petro­ 
leum oil from shale and also makes; 
possible the recovery of gasoline at 
a total cost of 30 to 50 cents per 
barrel. The Standard Oil Company 
owns a patent on a process, but 
this newer Invention, by E. W. 
Hartmon of Oakland, makes a wider 
field for shale distillation. The 
Devon Oil Shale Company of Cin­ 
cinnati has a plant with a capacity 
of 250 tons at Clay City, Ky., and 
a 500 ton capacity plant at Lamar 
Mo. It is said that .one ton of oi 
shale will yield one barrel of oil 
and that a plant of 250 tons capa­ 
city as likely to be built in Tor­ 
rance will cost $40,000, and 
these figures would be very profit­ 
able.

A model of this Hartrnaji oil still 
is on exhibition in the rear of the 
Hellman Bank Bldg., Los Angeles, 
where the process may be more 
readily understood upon examina­ 
tion. In the event of the establish­ 
ment of a treatment plant, .the 
shale would be shipped in from 
many points deemed too inaccessible 
or unprofitable for various reasons, 
Torrance being considered the more 
desirable locality, one of which rea­ 
sons being its desirability as a cen­ 
tral or virtually more central point 
commanding better shipping facili­ 
ties for incoming raw materials 
than any other place under consid­ 
eration.

OIL DEVELOPMENT NEWS- 
BIG DERRICKS GOING UP

The oil development work Is pro­ 
gressing In a satisfactory manner, 
and it IB actual oil development, 
the stage that counts and which 
gives assurance to all those who 
have invested In property in any 
part of the district tributary to 
this territory. Torrance Well No. 1 
on Madrona street is now down to 
1500 feet, with indications growing 
better every day. This well is "be­ 
tween the Santa Pe, as locally del 
Ignated, and Torrance. The Chans- 
ler-Canfield Midway lias ordered two 
sets of drilling tools and equipment 
for immediate use on their nearby 
holdings and are going after the 
subterranean wealth in their usual 
vigorous manner, and they are for­ 
tified in their actions by their ex­ 
perts who have pronounced this as 
oil territory. The Standard lease 
of 36 acres on Madrona street is 
right in the development line; a 
roadway is being prepared for the 
heavy trucking of equipment and a 
tool house and other buildings are 
being erected and immediate pre­ 
parations also for building the der­ 
rick which will soon be in position.

A good supply of Urge »nd small 
stakes Is not a bad guess for the cot­ 
tage garden. There are some vege­ 
tables that will give better results by 
being trained to stakes than If allowed 
to spread out on the ground. Often 
this Is not only better for the vegeta­ 
bles, but It saves the space for plant- 
Ing some other crop. The same is 
true of some flowering plants that oth­ 
erwise might spread over several feet 
of space. Most plants look better when 
properly staked and kept pruned. Sun

and plenty of air are necessary to al­ 
most any vegetable or flowering plant. 
Stakes can be used for several sea­ 
sons If cared for after the growing sea­ 
son Is over.

CHICKEN FENCE WIRE HANDY

Small Gardeners Will Find the Wover
Two-Inch Mesh Valuable Take*

Place of Stake*.

Many vegetable and flowering 
vines can be successfully grown on 
chicken fence wire. In the fall th« 
wire can be taken down and used foi 
succeeding years for similar purposes 
It will enable the small gardener U 
raise more vegetables and flowers than 
If they were allowed to lie on the 
ground and spread out over valuable 
space.

Cucumbers, lima and climbing string 
beans, nasturtiums aud numerous oth­ 
er vegetables of spreading variety, as 
well as almost any vine-flowering 
plants can be successfully trained on 
the wire trellis permitting of the use 
of the ground space ordinarily covered 
by vines being used for something else. 
Give the vine plants plenty of air and 
sunshine, and water wuttn needed, and 
they will give uu excellent accounting 
of themselves on the wire.
